HAS HARO ROAD TO TRAVEL 


Indications Are That the Senate Will 


Either Kill the Reciprocity Agree­ 


ment With Canada or Adjourn W ith ­ 


out Taking Any Action— President 


Taft Hopes Public Sentiment Will 


Force Favorable Action. 


Washington, Feb. 6.— By the latter 
part of the week the Canadian reci­ 
procity agreement will have passed 
th** house of representatives and be J 
transmitted to the senate. 
The in-1 
dications are that the pact will fail 
to pass the senate, although the ail 
ministration is counting on public sen­ 
timent to force favorable action by 
that body In-fore adjournment March 
4. 
President Taft and his advisers 
are scheduled to make a number of 
speeches on reciprocity this month 
ami they are hopeful such utterances 
will crystalize public sentiment in such 
a way as to induce senatorial opposi-! 
tion to permit tin- Canadian agreement 
to come to a vote. 
Judging from 
correspondence re- j 
ceived here since President Taft sent 
his special message to congress on I 
the subject the Canadian agreement I 
meets with popular approval. Further 
molt*, the great majority of the mem­ 
bers of the house of representatives I 
is favorable to it. 
It is known that 
a majority of the senators would vote 
for the pact if given opportunity to 
do so. 


Senate Opposition Determined. 


The opposition in the senate, how­ 
ever. is determined 
that the agree­ 
ment shall not come to a vote at this 
session. 
Among those who are ojh 
posed to reciprocity along the lines 
of the agreement proposed by Presi­ 
dent Taft are regulars, progressives 
and a handful of Democrats 
The op­ 
position to the agreement in tile sen­ 
ate is largely sectional, coming, in tile 
main, from senators representing the 
agricultural states of the Northwest, 
the 
Intermountain 
states, 
Pacific 
Coast states, the New England states 
and from Democrats who are always 
protectionists when 
tariff measures 
are up for consideration. 
A majority is always able to enforce 
its will in tile house. 
For that reason 
the word of the leaders may be ac­ 
cepted th it the Canadian agreement 
will be reported by the committee on 
ways and means and promptly passed 
under the provisions of a special rule 
limiting debate and providing a liar 
against amendments. 
The situation 
is different in the senate. 
In the sen­ 
ate a vote cannot lie taken on a given 
measure as long as there is a disposi­ 
tion on the part of any senator to de­ 
bate it. 
Accordingly, tho opposition 
is in a position to prevent action at 
this session, owing to the few- weeks 
remaining between now and adjourn­ 
ment March 4.

Thousands of Chinese and Rus­ 


sians Perish in Manchuria. 


BODIES BURIED GR BURNED 


Stricken Ones Forced Into the Streets 


to Starve or Freeze, or Die From 


the Swift and 
Deadly Attack the 


Disease 
Makes 
Upon 
Its 
Victims. 


Doctors and Nurses Suffer in Spite 


of Sanitary Precautions. 


Harbin. Manchuria, Feb. 6.— Already 
nearly 6,000 bodies of victims of the 
plague have bien buried or burned in 
the outskirts of Harbin. 
Fory-eight 
hundred of these came from the Chi­ 
nese town and a thousand from the 
Russian quarter. 
.Sixteen stacks of 
coffins 
and 
seven 
pits 
filled 
with 
bodies and oiled logs blazed outside 
the town. 
The mortality among the physicians 
and the hospital attendants is high, 
considering the means taken for their 
protection, and doctors, nurses and 
orderlies are succumbing to the dis­ 
ease 
The .sanitary authorities hope 
soon to test serum of their own manu­ 
facture from the Manchuria bacilli, as 
the foreign importations have proved 
ineffective. 
The happenings in Europe in the 
Seventeenth century, when the “ black 
death" swept through the country, are 
being repeated here. 
Fears bordering 
on panic have gripped the Chinese. 
At first they defied tile medical olli- 
cers and kept their sick aud dead hid­ 
den for the purpose of carrying out the 
ancient, 
funeral 
rites. 
Now 
it 
is 
brother against brother, father against 
son. 
The stricken ones are fon-ed into 
the streets, to starve or freeze, or to 
fall perishing from the swift and dead 
Iv attack the p'ague makes upon its 
victims. 
Passersby avoid them, hut 
sometimes those engaged in sanitary 
work, masked and bandaged, reach 
them before they die and cart them 
to tile pesthouse, or, if they are dead, 
to the funeral pyres. Not infrequently 
an outcast is to he seen kneeling and 
making his obeisance before the grave 
of an ancestor, in sight of a pile of 
bodies of whic h he is soon to become 
one. 
It is reported that the plague has 
appeared in Transbailkalia, a region 
in the western part of the general 
government of the Amur, in East Si­ 
beria.

REBEL GENERAL IS EXECUTED 


Leader 
of 
Haytian 
Revolutionists 
Captured and Shot by Troops. 
Cape Haytien, Feb. 6.—General Mon- 
treuil Guillaumo, who was one of the 
strongest supporters of former Presi­ 
dent Nord Alexis and was implicated 
in the executions at Port Au Prince 
in March, 1908, was captured by the 
government troops near here and shot 
to death 
General Guillaumo was one of the 
leaders in the present rising against 
President Simon. 
At the head of the 
revolutionists he seized the town of 
Trou a few days ago and was advanc­ 
ing to attack Cape Haytien. 
Govern­ 
ment troops, which had been hurried 
to the disaffected districts, took the 
revolutionists 
by surprise, arrested 
General Guillaumo, and he was execut­ 
ed according to the military code at 
5 o’clock in the morning. 


BARRELS OF 
BURNING OIL 


Spectacular Fire in New Jersey Towr. 
Fought by Fireboats. 


New York, Feb. 6.—Weehawken, N 
J., was the scene of a threatening and 
spectacular oil fire which required in 
addition to the local fire department, 
the fireboat service from New York to | 
keep it from spreading along the docks i 
through a small forest of shipping. 
The fire broke out in a storehouse in 
the Erie railroad yards which cor i 
tained IO,COO barrels of lubricating oil 
owned by the Vacuum Oil company oi 
Rochester, N. Y. 
Within a few hours 
was leveled to the ground. Several, 
K f '"loeifxns occurred. 
The loss of the oil is estimated at 
$100,000 and on the railroad property 
$75,000.

Klerksdorp, Transvaal, Feb. 6.— Gen­ 
eral Piet A. Cronje, the noted Boer 
general, is dead. 
General 
Cronje 
commanded 
the 
Western army of the South African 
republics in the recent war. 
After 
numerous reverses the British govern­ 
ment sent out Field Marshal Ford 
Roberts and General Lord Kitchener, 
with thousands of fresh troops, to put 
down the Boers. 
All their arrange­ 
ments were completed by tile early 
part of February, 1000. General Cron­ 
je and his Boer forces were too great­ 
ly outnumbered to withstand the ava­ 
lanche which fell upon them. 
Cronje was brought to bay at a 
point on the Mod der river near Paar- 
deberg, where he defended himself for 
nine days in a position that was im 
pregnable to assault, but greatly ex­ 
posed to artillery fire from the sur­ 
rounding heights. 
After suffering to 
such a degree that his men would en­ 
dure no 
more 
Cronje surrendered 
Feb. 27, the anniversary of Majuba. 
The prisoners numbered 4,000. 
He 
was born about 1835.

with Canada affected different regions, 
some in taking away their protection 
ami others in affording a better mar 
ket. 
Just because different sections 
wore harmed and others benefited the 
point has been made that th** same re 
suits would follow revision by a com­ 
mission or by a schedule at a time.

Every time there is an opportunity 
congress takes a step in the direction 
of extending the eight hour principle to 
as many branches of the government 
service as possible. 
B y opportunity is 
meant whenever a direct vote on such 
propositions eau be obtained. 
The house failed to make it certain 
that letter carriers would work but i 
eight hours, but the senate intends to 
make it plain that such carriers shall 
never work more thau eight hours a 
day. 
If they should by a contingency 
or 
extraordinary

be 
compelled to work more than eight 
hours at any given time they are to 
be allowed time off to make up for the 
overwork.

Other reinforcements, in the siiainj 
of General Navarro’s column, are en­ 
route from Chihuahua and it is ex 
pected here the federals will he able 
to hold their city and that knowing 
this the insurrectos will retire. There 
is a rumor that the insurrectos are 
near Juarez but this cannot be verified. 
The net result of a battle at Bandie 
between Orozco and Kabago was two 
killed and five wounded among the 
insurrectos.

ported 170 had been killed. 
No definite estimate of casualties in 
tho fighting can be secured.

Washington, Feb. 6.— ‘‘If the neces- 
* sary appropriations were available I 
! would establish postal savings banks 
: at once in 500 additional cities and 
I towns in the United States." 
This statement was made by Post­ 
master General Hitchcock in view of 
reports thus far received concerning 
the first month’s operation of the pos­ 
tal savings system. 
The reports are 
most gratifying to Mr. Hitchcock. 
The 
certificate 
of 
deposit 
plan, 
which is an Innovation in the transac­ 
tion of postal savings business, is 
shown to be admirably adapted to Its 
purpose. 
The total deposits in the forty-eight 
existing postal banks for January will 
amount to approximately $60,000. Thii 
is an average of about $1,200. Assum­ 
ing that this average will be main­ 
tained throughout the year the ag­ 
gregate of annual deposits will be 
close to $750,000. 
This, too, will be 
the situation in the small offices where 
the banks now are in operation. 
It if 
assumed tnat the deposits will be cor­ 
respondingly greater when the service 
is extended to first class offices. 
The average amount of deposits be­ 
ing received at each office, as indicat­ 
ed by the January returns, is larger 
than the corresjionding average for 
the British system of postal savings 
dejHisitories in 1908, the most success­ 
ful year in the history of that system. 
A large majority of the depositors lo 
January 
were 
foreign 
Americans, 
many of whom have been In the habit 
of sending their savings to their na­ 
tive countries for deposit. 
An im­ 
portant result of the system, there­ 
fore, is to diminish the outflow from 
the United States. 
In view of this showing Postmaster 
General Hitchcock has recommended 
to congress the appropriation of ll,- 
000,000 to be immediately available 
for the extension of the system to a 
considerable number of postoffices. 


HITCHCOCK IS VERY ANGRY 


Acquitted 
on 
Charge 
of 
Murdering 
Her Husband. 
Jamestown, X. D., Fob. 6.— Mrs. Ju s­ 
tine Gaztke, who has been on trial in 
district court here for the past four 
days on a charge of tho murder of 
her husband, was acquitted.
